leans. Both live in the city but they 
own and operate immense trncU of fer¬ 
tile land*. Mr. Allerton owns 40,000 
acre* of corn land in central Illinois, no 
acre of which could be bought for less 
than $75. He has built numerous 
churches, scboolhouaea and dwellings on 
this land for the use of his tenants, who 
receive 10 cents per bushel for raising 
com and i vory grain is fed to cattle on 
the land. This with what be buys 
amounts to over three million bushels 
annually. This same mun owns 50,000 
acres of corn land in Iowa, which he 
runs on a similar plan to that in Illinois. 
I.ike all other landlords in the corn belt 
of these two slate*, they are not worrying 
about the hard times. But not so with 
the tenantry of these two states. They 
are having a hard time to make expen¬ 
ses. The new crop of oats are going at 
only l*i cents per buslml, while old corn 
is ouly 20 cents with no prospects of a 
lietter price for the coming crop, which 
is estimated in advance to he 4O(l,000,lio0 
short. 

Mr. Richardson is a cotton planter and 
operates in the Yazoo iVlta in Mi-wis- 
sippi. His largest plantation contains 
89,000 acres and i* a* rich as the valley 
of the Nile. 10,000 people look to him 
for bread and meat and 95 per cent, of 
them are negroes, the others being mana¬ 
gers, overseers and atorekec|>ers. This 
is the larg-wt plantation in one body in 
the world and there are three towns on 
it, each containing three to five hundred 
people. The towns do a thriving busi¬ 
ness and numerous saw and grist mills, 
cotton gins, bucking machines, etc. are 
run the year round. Mr. Richardson in¬ 
herited the most of his wealth from his 
father, who was the greatest cotton 
planter in the world. Young Richard¬ 
son is about 4*i years old and a man of 
the world.
